REGULATIONS, RELATING TO LEROY F
GREENE SCHOOL FACILITIESACT OF 1998

NOTICE ISHEREBY GIVEN that the State Alloca-
tion Board (SAB) proposes to renumber, adopt, and
amend the above—referenced regulation sections con-
tainedinTitle2, CaliforniaCodeof Regulations(CCR).
A public hearingisnot scheduled. A public hearing will
beheldif any interested person, or hisor her duly autho-
rized representative, submits a written request for a
public hearing to the Office of Public School Construc-
tion (OPSC) no later than 15 days prior to the close of
thewritten comment period. Following the public hear-
ing, if oneis requested, or following the written com-
ment period if no public hearing is requested, the
OPSC, at itsown motion or at theinstance of any inter-
ested person, may adopt the proposals substantially as
set forth abovewithout further notice.

AUTHORITY AND REFERENCE CITATIONS

The SAB isproposing to renumber, adopt and amend
the above-referenced regulation sections under the au-
thority provided by Sections 17070.35, 17075.15 and
17078.72(k) of the Education Code. The proposalsin-
terpret and make specific reference Sections 17072.12,
17072.30, 17074.16, 17076.10, 17077.40, 17077.42,
17077.45and 17078.72 of the Education Code.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY OVERVIEW
STATEMENT

ThelL eroy F. Greene School FacilitiesAct of 1998 es-
tablished, through Senate Bill 50, Chapter 407, Statutes
of 1998, the School Facility Program (SFP). The SFP
provides a per—pupil grant amount to qualifying school
districts for purposes of constructing school facilities
and modernizing existing school facilities. The SAB

adopted regulations to implement the Leroy F. Greene
School Facilities Act of 1998, which were approved by
the Office of Administrative Law (OAL) and filed with
the Secretary of Stateon October 8, 1999.

The SAB, at its August 25, 2010 meeting, adopted
emergency regulatory amendments to the SFP Regula-
tionsto allow future “priority funding rounds’ in order
to re—prioritize apportionments for school construction
projects with the capability of submitting fund release
requests within aspecified period of time. The purpose
istoprovideavailable Statebond fundsto those projects
that are construction—ready, thereby helping to create
jobsand stimulatetheeconomy.

Applicant school districts submitted their requests
from October 7 through November 8, 2010 to convert
unfunded approvals to State apportionments, on the
condition that they can request their project fundswith-
in 90 calendar daysof their State apportionment. An ap-
plicant approved in the priority funding round which
failsto submit asigned Form SAB 50-05 requesting re-
lease of its project funds, to be physically in the posses-
sion of the OPSC within 90 days of the SAB’sapproval
of the apportionment, shall have its project rescinded
without further Board action.

A summary of the proposed emergency regulatory
amendmentsisasfollows:

Existing Regulation Section 1859.90.2, “Loca Bond
Reimbursement Fund Releases,” will berenumbered as
Section 1859.90.3.

Proposed adoption of Regulation Section 1859.90.2,
“Priority Funding Round Process,” allowsthe SAB the
flexibility to establish future 30—calendar day applica-
tion filing periods to distribute available State school
bond funding to schooal districts that request an appor-
tionment. School districts must submit the Form SAB
50-05, “Fund Release Authorization,” with an original
signature, within 90 calendar days of the Board’s ap-
proval of the apportionment; failure to make this sub-
mittal and have it physically received by the OPSC
within 90 calendar days will result in rescission of the
project without further Board action. School districts
wishing to participate must provide awritten statement
signed by the authorized district representative within
the 30—calendar day filing period that containsall of the
following:

e Request to convert the unfunded approval to an
apportionment;

e  Concurrence with the 90—calendar day time limit
onfundrelease;

e  Acknowledgement that failure to submit a valid
Form SAB 50-05, with an original signature, to be
physically received by the OPSC within the
90—calendar day time limit will result in the
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rescission of the apportionment without further
Board action; and

e Acknowledgement that by participating in the
priority funding round, the district is waiving its
right to a standard 18-month timeline for fund
releasesubmittal.

For the purposesof thissection, theword* rescinded”
or “rescission” meansthat the apportionment returnsto
unfunded approval statuswith anew unfunded approv-
a date. The new unfunded approval date will be deter-
mined by the Board at the time each priority funding
round is approved. The district will not be required to
re-submit the application and no further application re-
view will berequired.

Existing Regulation Section 1859.129 setsforth time
[imits on apportionments under the SFP Joint—-Use Pro-
gram for Type | and Type Il Joint—Use projects. For
Typell Joint—-Use projectsthat are not part of aqualify-
ing SFP Modernization project, the school district has
18 monthsfromthe datethe Division of the State Archi-
tect (DSA) and California Department of Education
(CDE)—approved plans were submitted to the OPSC to
submit acompleted Form SAB 50-05 or the apportion-
ment will be rescinded without further Board action.
The proposed amendment specifies that if the district
appliesfor an apportionment through the priority fund-
ing round pursuant to Section 1859.90.1 or 1859.90.2,
the 18-month timelimit for submittal of the Form SAB
50-05 will bereduced to no morethan 90 daysfrom the
datethe Board approvesthe apportionment.

Existing Regulation Section 1859.197 sets forth the
criteria for fund releases under the Career Technical
Education Facilities Program (CTEFP). For CTEFP
projects with reserved funds pursuant to Section
1859.193(d), the schooal district has 18 monthsfrom the
datethe DSA and CDE—approved planswere submitted
to the OPSC to submit acompleted Form SAB 50-05 or
the apportionment will be rescinded without further
Board action. The proposed amendment specifiesthat if
the district applies for an apportionment through the
priority funding round pursuant to Section 1859.90.1 or
1859.90.2, the 18—month timelimit for submittal of the
Form SAB 50-05 will be reduced to no more than 90
days from the date the Board approves the apportion-
ment.

IMPACT ON LOCAL AGENCIESOR
SCHOOL DISTRICTS

The Executive Officer of the SAB has determined
that the proposed regul ations do not impose a mandate
or amandate requiring reimbursement by the State pur-
suant to Part 7 (commencing with Section 17500) of Di-
vision 4 of the Government Code. It will not requirelo-

cal agencies or school districtsto incur additional costs
inorder tocomply withtheproposed regul ations.

ECONOMIC IMPACT

The Executive Officer of the SAB has assessed the
potential for significant adverse economic impact on
businesses or private personsthat might result fromthe
proposed regulatory action and the following deter-
minationshave been maderelativeto therequired statu-
tory categories:

e The SAB has made an initia determination that
there will be no significant, statewide adverse
economic impact directly affecting business,
including the ability of California businesses to
competewith businessesin other states.

e There will be no impact in the creation or
elimination of jobswithinthe State, the creation of
new businesses or the elimination of existing
businesses or the expansion of businesses in
Cdlifornia.

e The SAB isnot aware of any cost impacts that a
representative private person or business would
necessarily incur in reasonable compliance with
the proposed action.

e There will be no non-discretionary costs or
savingstolocal agencies.

e  Therewill beno coststo school districtsexcept for
the required district contribution toward each
project asstipul ated in statute.

e  Therewill benocostsor savingsinfederal funding
tothe State.

Thereareno costsor savingsto any State agency.

The SAB has made an initial determination that
therewill benoimpact on housing costs.

EFFECT ON SMALL BUSINESSES

It has been determined that the adoption of theregul a-
tion sectionswill not affect small businessesintheways
identified in subsections(a)(1)—(4) of Section 4, Title1,
CCR. These regulations only apply to school districts
for purposesof funding school facility projects.

Cade. Section 8869.94 of the Code authorizesthe Com-
mitteeto adopt regulationsrel ating to an all ocation sys-
tem to administer the state unified volume ceiling as
emergency regulations and instructs the Office of Ad-
ministrative Law to consider such regulations to be
“necessary for theimmediate preservation of the public
peace, health and safety or general welfare.”

Reference: Sections 8869.80 to 8869.94, California
Government Code. These Regulations implement, in-
terpret and make specific Sections 8869.80 to 8869.94
of theCode.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

The purpose of CDLAC (“the Committee”) isto im-
plement Section 1301 of the Federal Tax Reform Act of
1986 and Section 146 of the Internal Revenue Code
which impose alimit on the amount of tax—exempt pri-
vateactivity bondswhich astate may issueinacaendar
year (i.e. the annual state ceiling). Federal tax law de-
finestheterm*“ privateactivity bond”; limitsthevolume
of private activity bonds which a state may issue in a

calendar year; defines the types of programs and proj-
ects which qualify for tax—exempt bond financing un-
der the volume cap; and specifies recordkeeping re-
quirements.

The Committee was statutorily created by Chapter
943, Statutes of 1987, in response to the 1986 Federal
Tax Reform Act. California Government Code Section
8869.80 et seg. defines the Committee's responsibili-
tiesasfollows:

Setthe Annual State Ceiling:

The Committeeisrequired to establish the state ceil-
ing assoon asispracticable after the start of each calen-
daryear.

Allocatethe State Ceiling:

The Committeeis granted the sole authority for allo-
catingtheannual ceiling.

Other Administrative Functions:

The Committeeisauthorized to adopt regulationsre-
lating to an all ocation system to admini ster the state uni-
fied volume ceiling as emergency regulations (Califor-
nia Government Code 8869.94) which includes autho-
rizationto prepareforms, establish procedures, set prio-
rities, require a performance deposit, assess fees, and
perform other administrative functions as necessary.
Additionally, in establishing CDLAC the Legislature
emphasi zed the substantial public benefit of promoting
housing for lower income families and individuals and
of preserving and rehabilitating existing governmental
assisted housing for lower incomefamiliesand individ-
uals.

In November 2009, CDL AC wasal so tasked with ad-
ministering the reallocation of waived American Re-
covery and Reinvestment Act of 2009 — Recovery
Zone Bond and Qualified Energy Conservation Bond
authority on behalf of the State under California As-
sembly Bill 1009. Under California Government Code
8869.82(a)(11)(B), the definition of “State Ceiling”
was amended to include the Recovery Zone Bond and
Qualified Energy Conservation Bond Allocations.

The proposed alocation system will provide tax ex-
empt private activity bond allocation (state ceiling) to
state and local agencies, and promote the following:
housing for lower incomefamiliesandindividuals; pre-
serving and rehabilitating existing governmental as-
sisted housing for lower income families and individu-
as; and providing federal tax creditsor reduced interest
rate mortgagesto assist teachers, principals, viceprinci-
pals, assistant principals and classified employees who
arewilling to servein high priority schoolsto purchase
ahome.

Chapter 1. General Provisions.

Article 1. Definitions. Definesand establishes specif-
ictermsused throughout the document.

Article2. State Ceiling and A pplication Process. Out-
lines the process of when the Committee shall deter-
mine and announce the amount of allocation available
for the year and whether each pool will be competitive
or non—competitive.

Article 3. State Ceiling Poals. Establishes the pools
that will be available for the year and for each Alloca-
tionRound.

Article 4. Application Schedule and Procedures. Es-
tablishes the who, what, where, and how to file an Ap-
plication with the Committeefor an award of allocation.

Article 5. Performance Deposits and Fees. Esta-
blishes that certain Applicants shall include a perfor-
mance deposit, the amount of the deposit, how long a
deposit must be maintained, and the terms and condi-
tionsfor itsrelease and possible forfeiture if termsand
conditionsare not met.

Establishes that the granting of an al-
location by the Committee shall be memorialized in a
written resolution, and that the use of allocation shall be
limitedtotheresolution.

Article 8. Expiration of Allocations. Establishes the
expiration date by which each kind of bond allocated
must beissued and any extensionsthat areavailable.

Article9. Transfersof Allocation. Establishesthat al-
locations are not transferable unless expressly autho-
rizedinwriting by the Committee.

Article 10. Carryforward Allocations. Establishes
that Applicants receiving an allocation may not carry
forward the alocation to a subsequent year unless ex-
pressly authorized by the Committee.

Article 11. Reporting Requirements. Establishes the
obligations Applicants receiving an alocation shall
have to report the use of allocation to issue bonds, the
deadlines to submit reports, and the address by which
reportsshall betransmitted.

Article 12. Universal Evaluation Criteriafor All Ap-
plications. Summarizes and outlines that all informa-
tion submitted shall bedemonstrated by satisfactory ev-
idence, that all evidence shall be completeand accurate,
and establishesthat Applicantswho have demonstrated
lack of compliance with these standards may havetheir
applicationsdisqualified from evaluation.

Chapter 2. Qualified Residential Rental Projects.

TITLE 4. DEPARTMENT OF FOOD
AND AGRICULTURE

NOTICE ISHEREBY GIVEN that the Department
of Food and Agriculture (Department) proposes to re-
peal regulations contained in Title 4, Division 9, Chap-
ter 1, Article 1, Section 4002.2(a). Thisregulation gave
guidelines to sealers of weights and measures on rec-
ommended minimum test weights and test loads to be
usedwhentesting scales.

Business and Professions Code Section 12107 re-
quiresthe Department to adopt the National Institute of
Standards and Technology (NIST) Handbook 44 (HB
44) “ Specifications and Tolerances, and Other Techni-
cal Requirements for Weighing and Measuring De-
vices’, except as specifically modified, amended, or re-
jected by regul ation adopted by the Secretary of the De-
partment of Food and Agriculture (Secretary). Title 4,
CdliforniaCode of Regulations, Section 4002.2(a) was
added, amending HB 44, specifically to allow county
offices of weights and measures time to procure suffi-
cient test standards to be able to apply the minimum
amount of test loads to scales with capacities greater
than 40,000 pounds. County offices of weights and
measures now have sufficient test standardsto meet the
minimum test load of 12.5% required by HB 44 and the
amended provision of Section 4002.2(a) is no longer
necessary.

The Legislature has charged the Department with the
responsibility of supervising weights and measures ac-
tivities within California (Business and Professions
Code, Division 5, Section 12100). Sections 12027 and
12107 give authority to the Secretary to adopt such reg-
ulations as are reasonably necessary to carry out the
provisions of the Business and Professions Code, Divi-
sion5.

A public hearing is not currently scheduled. Howev-
er, any interested person or duly authorized representa-
tivemay request, no later than 15 days prior to the close
of the written comment period that a public hearing be
scheduled.

In doing so, the director shall
adopt, by reference, the latest standards as recom-
mended by the National Conference on Weights and
Measures and published in the National Institute of
Standards and Technology Handbook 44 “Specifica-
tions and Tolerances, and other Technical Require-
mentsfor Weighing and Measuring Devices,” except as
specifically modified, amended, or rejected by regula-
tionadopted by thedirector.

“Thedirector may, by regulation, establish tolerances
and specifications for commercial weighing and mea-
suring devicesnot includedin Handbook 44.

“Any regulation shall be adopted, amended, or re-
pealed in conformity with Chapter 3.5 (commencing
with Section 11340) of Part 1 of Division 3 of Title 2 of
theGovernment Code.”

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

Summary of Existing L awsand Regul ations

Governor Schwarzenegger signed Assembly Bill
(AB) 1374 (Chap. 36, Stats. 2010) on July 6, 2010. The
provisions of AB 1374 that take effect on January 1,
2011 amend the Education Code (EC) sections pertain-
ingtotheissuanceof Designated SubjectsAdult Educa-
tion Teaching Credentials.

The Commission directed staff to recruit an expert
advisory panel in April 2008 to review therequirements
for adult education teaching credentials as well as the
Sandards of Quality and Effectiveness for Designated
Subjects Adult Education Programs. The panel’s rec-
ommendations pertaining to the adult education teach-
ing credential requirementswere presented to the Com-
mission in March 2009. Several of the panel’s recom-
mendations required changesto statute, which resulted
inAB 1374 by Assembly Member Brownley.

AB 1374 amended EC §844260.2 and 44260.3 re-
lated to theissuance of adult education teaching creden-
tials and included several recommendations by the ad-
visory panel asfollows:

1) Reduces the years of experience required for
generd subjects (formerly termed
‘non—academic’ subjects) from5yearsto 3years,

2) Reduces the term of the preliminary credential
fromfiveyearstothreeyears;

3) MovestheU.S. Constitution requirement fromthe
preliminary toclear credential;

4) Deletes EC section 44260.8 related to the health
education and computer education requirements
and incorporates that language into EC section
44260.3 pertaining to the requirements for the
clear credential; and

5) Consolidates the ‘fulltime and ‘part-time
designations.

The Sandards of Quality and Effectiveness for Adult
Education Teacherswere approved by the Commission
in November 2010 and program sponsors are currently
writingtothenew standards. The Commissionwill con-
tinuetoissuefive-year ‘fulltime and’ part-time’ pre-
liminary adult education teaching credentials based on
five years of full-time experience or education under
the current regul ationsuntil an adult education program
sponsor receives approval from the Committee on Ac-
creditation or when a program document has substan-
tially completed the review process needing only afew
technical changesunder the new standards. Once apro-
gram sponsor meets one of the aforementioned condi-
tions and has confirmed that it is offering the Early
Orientation (required by the recently approved stan-
dards), the Three-Year Preliminary Adult Education
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Teaching Credential based on three years of experience
and/or education may berequested.

From January 1, 2011 until January 31, 2013, the
Commission will be issuing six types of Designated
Subjects Adult Education Teaching Credentials. Indi-
viduals issued Preliminary Full-Time or Part-Time
Adult Education Teaching Credentials under pre-AB
1374 statuteswill heallowed timeto completetheir cur-
rent programs.

The proposed regulations include the following rec-
ommendations made by the adult education advisory
panel that werenot includedin AB 1374

a) Requiresubmission of preliminary and clear adult

education teaching credentia  applications
through Commission—approved program
SpONSOors;

b) Change the ‘non-academic’ area to ‘genera
subjects’ and includethetwo new general subjects
categories of Career Technical Education and
Personal Development available on the Three-
Year Preliminary and Clear Adult Education
Teaching Credential issued pursuantto AB 1374;

¢) Reducethe number of hoursrequired to equal one
year of experiencefrom 1500to 1000 hours,

INFORMATIVE DIGEST OF PROPOSED
ACTION/POLICY STATEMENT OVERVIEW

The Occupational Safety and Heath Standards
Board (Board) intends to adopt the proposed rulemak-
ing action pursuant to L abor Code Section 142.3, which
mandates the Board to adopt regulations at least as ef-
fective as federal regulations addressing occupational
safety and healthissues.

In preparing responses to an audit conducted by the
United States Department of Labor, Occupational Safe-
ty and Health Administration (Federal OSHA), the Di-
vision of Occupational Safety and Health (Division) as-
certained that Californialacks provisions equivalent to
29 CFR 1910.132(d)Hf) and the related non—
mandatory Appendix B. Those regulations and Appen-
dix are in Federal Register, Volume 59, No. 66, pages
16344— 16360. The Board proposes to adopt regula-
tionswhich arethe sameasthefederal regulation except
for editorial and format differences.

These Federal standards specifically require employ-
ers to select and use personal protective equipment

ployees; verify that a workplace assessment has been
performed through documentation; ensure that defec-
tive or damaged PPE is not used; to provide employee
training on the use, care, and limitations of PPE includ-
ing refresher training and documentation; and to verify
that each affected employee has received and under-
stoodthetraining.

The proposed non—mandatory Appendix A to Article
10isintended to provide compliance assistance for em-
ployers and employees in implementing requirements
for a hazard assessment and the selection of personal
protective equipment. The proposed Appendix A is
dightly different from the Federal non—mandatory Ap-
pendix B. The deviation from federal language in non—
mandatory Appendix A exists with regard to Item No.
10, selection guidelines for foot protection. California
references more recent editions of national consensus
standards for foot protection than does Federal OSHA,
which references an outdated ANSI Z41-1991 stan-
dard. This deviation is to ensure consistency between
Appendix A, Item No. 10 and Title 8 foot protection
standards.

Aninformative Note has been proposed which refers
to the Non—Mandatory Appendix A as an example of
procedures that would comply with the assessment
standards.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST OF PROPOSED
ACTION/POLICY STATEMENT OVERVIEW

On November 15, 2007, at Federal Register, Volume
72, Number 220, pages 64341 through 64430 the
United States Department of L abor, Occupational Safe-
ty and Health Administration (Fed—OSHA) published a
Federal Final Rulefor 29 CFR Parts 1910, 1915, 1917 et
seg. entitled, Employer Payment for Personal Protec-
tive Equipment (PPE). ThisFinal Rulerequirestheem-
ployer to provide at no cost to the employee protective
equi pment when such equi pment isnecessary to protect
employeesfromjob—relatedinjuries, illnessesand fata-
lities. These requirements address PPE of many kinds:
head protection, gloves, goggles, welding helmets,
safety shoes, safety glasses, face shields, chemical pro-
tective equipment, fall protection equipment and so
forth. However, the Federal standards provide excep-
tionsfor employers having to pay for some items, such
as non—specialty safety toe footwear or non—specialty
prescription eyewear, when these items are worn off
site.

CdliforniaLabor Code Sections 6401 and 6403 in ef-
fect require employersto furnish and use personal safe-
ty devices and safeguards in order to render places of
employment safe and healthful. The California Su-
preme Court in Bendix Forest Products Corporation v.
Division of Occupational Safety and Health (1979), 25
Cal.3d 465 held that Californialaw requiresan empl oy-
er to pay for required PPE. However, Title8lacksaspe-
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cific requirement in that regard. It should be noted that
existing caselaw requiring employersto pay for PPE is
more effective than the Federal standard, because
Cdliforniaenforcesthe employer’sduty to pay for safe-
ty devices and safeguards without the exceptions pro-
vided in the Federal standard (except for employee—
provided personal safety devices and safeguards that
arenot required by any Title8, Division 1 standard).

In order to makeit clear that state standards (and not
just caselaw) are at least as effective as the counterpart
Fed—-OSHA standard, the Board staff proposes a new
Section 3380.1 based in part on Federal language con-
tainedintheaf orementioned Federal Register entry and
onthe Labor Code and Bendix, thereby making it clear
that California employers are to provide al required
personal safety devices and safeguards at no cost to the
employee.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

Summary of ExistingL aws:

In May 2007, Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger
signed into law Assembly Bill 900, the Public Safety
and Offender Rehabilitation Services Act of 2007.
Those requirements are now reflected in Chapter 7,
Statutes of 2007 and in new sections of the Government
Code. These sections (15820.906 and 15820.916) out-
line the CSA's responsibilities to administer local jail
construction funding. Specifically, Sections 15820.906
and 15820.916 requirethe CSA to adopt regulationsfor
theapproval or disapproval of local jail facilities.

Summary of Existing Regulations:

On November 28, 2008 the 2007 L ocal Jail Construc-
tion Funding Program Title 15 regul ations were effec-
tive. Theseregulations describethe CSA'sresponsibili-
ties pertaining to the administration of local jail
construction funding through lease—revenue bond fi-
nancing. (Previously, the Board of Corrections! admin-
istered the County Jail Capital Expenditure Bond Acts
of 1981 and 1984, the County Correctional Facility
Capital Expenditure Bond Act of 1986 and the County
Correctional Facility Capital Expenditure and Youth
Facility Bond Act of 1988. Regulationsin effect at that
timewerelocated in Title 15, California Code of Regu-
lations, Division 1, Chapter 1, Subchapter 2.) Thereare
no comparablefederal regulationsor statutes.

ARTICLE 1, GENERAL PROVISIONS

Section 1706, Definitions.

Thedefinitionfor “concept drawings’ isbeing added
to describe the drawings or architectural renderings
that, along with performance criteria, participating
counties will develop to describe their design—build
projects.

Thedefinitionfor “ design-bid-build” isbeing added
to describe the building process generally used to
construct afacility. It isthe building process where the
project is designed by an architectural firm that pro-
duces 100 percent complete construction documents,
the project is put out to bid, and a bid is awarded to a
constructionfirmthat buildsthe project.

The definition for “design—build” is being added to
describe the building process where the project is de-
signed and built by the same contracted entity. For these
regul ationsthere are some distinct requirementsfor the
“design—build” process that differ from the “design—
bid-build process.” Therefore, new regulations were
added to describethedesign—build requirements.

Thedefinitionfor “groundlease” isbeingamendedto
add “Board-financed” before “local jail facility” to
makeit clear that the property upon which thejail proj-
ect will be constructed will be financed through the
State Public Works Board. In addition, the term (the
“gite”) was deleted from this regul ation because it was
determined to beredundant.

The definition for “performance criteria’ is being
added to describe the information prepared pursuant to
Public Contract Code20133 that isprovided by apartic-
ipating county that fully describesthe scope of the pro-
posed design—build project.

In the definition for “Rated capacity,” the Title 24
citation wasamended.

1 As aresult of the reorganization of California's correctional
system in 2005, the Board of Corrections was renamed the
Corrections Standards Authority.
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The definition for “site” is being amended to add
“Board—financed” before“local jail facility” to makeit
clear that the property upon which the jail project will
be constructed will befinanced through the State Public
WorksBoard.

In the definition for “ Specia use beds,” the Title 24
citationwasamended.

ARTICLE 3, APPLICATION TO PARTICIPATE
IN 2007 LOCAL JAIL CONSTRUCTION
FUNDING PROGRAM

Section 1747, Pre-funding Requirements.

Assembly Bill 1628 added language to Government
Code Sections 15820.906 and 15820.916 to allow the
use of the design—build construction process with AB
900 lease—revenue bond financing. As aresult of this
change, it became necessary in some casesto amend ex-
isting regulations and create new regulations to de-
scribe the different requirements for the design—bid—
build and the design—build processes. Becausethisreg-
ulation is specific to the design—bid-build process it
was hecessary to change the title to “ Steps to Proceed
with Construction for Design-Bid-Build Projects.”
Subsection (a)(3) was deleted because the review and
approving of the specified documents, the summary of
bidsreceived, astatement explaining to which contrac-
tor the bid wasawarded and why, and the copy of the no-
tice to proceed issued to the contractor, is the sole re-
sponsibility of the State Public WorksBoard.

In subsection (a8)(2) the Title 24 citation was
amended.

Subsection (a)(9) was deleted. The requirement that
the county certify to CDCR and the Authority that the
Board has determined an action was deemed unneces-
sary. The Board determination in this subsection is sub-
sumed in the other actions the Board takes with regard
totheproject.

Section 1747.1, Stepsto Proceed with Construction
for Design—Build Projects.

This new regulation is being added to describe the
steps to proceed with construction and the unique re-
quirementsfor design—build projects.

Section 1748, Requirementsfor the Project Delivery
and Construction Agreement.

Subsection (c) isbeing amended to add theterm “ de-
sign—build” in front of “contractors.” Thiswas doneto
make it clear that both the construction contractor and
the design—build contractor must post payment and per-
formancebonds.

Section 1749, Submittal of Architectural Drawings
and Specifications.

This regulation requires that the Authority approve
the construction document plans and specifications be-

fore state monies can be encumbered in contracts by
participating counties. This is the traditional design—
bid—build construction project delivery system where
the county completes the design of the project, the Au-
thority reviews the construction document drawings
(architectural plans and specifications that are 100%
complete) and approves the project. The county then
bidsthe project and then beginsconstruction of theproj-
ect and submits invoices in arrears for payment. Be-
causethisregulationisspecifictothesubmittal of draw-
ings and specifications for design—bid—build processit
washecessary to changethetitleto” Submittal of Archi-
tectural Drawings and Specifications for Design—-Bid—
BuildProjects.”

Reference to the submittal of the Operationa Pro-
gram Statement in subsection (a) was deleted here but
added to Section 1750 to include all of the previously
required pre—construction submittals into one regula-
tion.

Insubsection (d) the Title 24 citation wasamended.

Section 1749.1, Submittal of Performance Criteria
and Architectural Drawings and Specifications for
Design—Build Projects.

Assembly Bill 1628 added |anguage to Government
Code Sections 15820.906 and 15820.916 indicating
that no state moniesshall beencumbered in contractsl et
by a participating county until either final architectural
plans and specifications have been approved by the
CSA, and subsequent construction bids have been re-
ceived (this process is addressed in Section 1749), or
documents prepared by a participating county pursuant
to paragraph (1) of subdivision (d) of Section 20133 of
the Public Contract Code have been approved by the
CSA, and a design—build contract has been awarded
pursuant to that section. This new regulation addresses
the design—build process. This new regulation outlines
the requirements for counties to submit documents in
accordance with Public Contract Code Section 20133.
Once the Authority has approved the documents and a
design—build contract has been awarded pursuant to
that section, the participating county can begin
construction of the project and submit invoices in ar-
rearsfor payment.

Section 1750, Staffing Plan/Operating Cost
Analysis.

Thetitle of this regulation has been changed to “ Op-
erational Program Statement/Staffing Plan/Operating
Cost Analysis for Design-Bid-Build Projects.” This
regulation is now specific to design—bid-build projects
and subsection (@) has been added to include the re-
quirement to submit an Operational Program State-
ment. Previously arequirement in Section 1749, it was
added heretoincludeall of thepreviously required pre—
construction submittalsinto oneregulation.
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Section 1750.1, Operational Program Statement/
Staffing Plan/Operating Cost Analysis for Design—
Build Projects.

Government Code Sections 15820.906 and
15820.916 require counties to staff and operate local
jails built through the 2007 Loca Jail Construction
Funding Program. Thisnew regulationisspecificto de-
sign—build projects and requires that counties that uti-
lize this construction method develop a plan that de-
scribes how the new facility will be operated (the Op-
erational Program Statement), staffed (the Staffing
Plan) and how its operation will be funded (the Operat-
ing Cost Analysis). The purpose of these documentsis
to encourage countiesto study and analyzetheir facility
designanditsimpactson on—going costs.

Theterms “post identification” and “transition team
program statement” asutilizedinthissectionarenot de-
fined as these are terms of art that have a standard use
and understanding in the corrections industry. The
county will also be required to submit an analysis of a
thirty (30) year lifecycle operating costs and mainte-
nance and energy costsfor the proposed facility. Thisis
to ensure that the county has considered costs beyond
the construction costs, and has acknowl edged the ongo-
ing operating costs of a jail facility over the typica
thirty (30) year lifecycleof suchfacilities.

Section 1752, Ground L ease.

Thisregulation has been amended to deletereference
to the ground lease being in aform agreed to by the Of-
ficeof the Officeof the Attorney General, the Board and
the Authority. Thisreference was determined to be un-
necessary because the development of all the agree-
mentsfor thisconstruction program wasacollaborative
effort between al the affected State agencies and the
State Public Works Board relies on the legal review
fromthe Department of Finance.

ARTICLE 4, ADMINISTRATION OF THE
PROCEEDS OF THE STATE BOND FUNDS AND
PROJECT MONITORING

Section 1756, Disbursement of the Proceeds from
thelL ease—-RevenueBond Funds.

Subsection (a) has been amended to apply to both the
design—bid—build process and the design-build pro-
cess. Thisamendment will require countiesutilizingthe
design—build process to submit performance criteria or
performancecriteriaand concept drawingsfor approval
by the CSA pursuant to Section 1749.1. Upon approval
of those documents by the Authority, and with the
award of a design—build contract pursuant to Section
1749.1, the participating county can begin construction
of the project and submit invoices in arrears for pay-
ment.

Section 1757, Pooled M oney I nvestment Board.
Subsection (b) has been amended to clarify that this
regulation applies to design-bid-build and design—
build projects. Also, statutory references were cor-
rected.
Section 1767, Completion of Project.
Thisregulation isbeing amended to clarify that it ap-
plies to both design—bid-build projects and design—
build projects.

PAID FAMILY LEAVE ACCEPTABLE
DOCUMENTATION

Notice of Proposed Rulemaking

The Employment Development Department (De-
partment) proposesto amend California Code of Regu-
lations (CCR), title 22, section 2708(c)-1. The pro-
posed amendments are necessary to clarify the docu-
mentation requirements for determining eligibility for
Family Temporary Disability Insurance (FTDI) bene-
fitsinresponseto claimsfor legal guardianstaking fam-
ily careleavetobondwithanew child.

The Department will adopt these regulations after
considering all comments, objections, or recommenda-
tionsregarding the proposed regul atory action.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

The enactment of Senate Bills (SB) 1661 (Chapter
901, Statutes 2002) and SB 727 (Chapter 797, Statutes
2003) established the FTDI program, also known asthe
Paid Family Leave (PFL) program, within the existing
State Disability Insurance (SDI) program. The FTDI
benefit provides partial wage replacement to workers
taking family careleave and is administered by the De-
partment in accordance with the provisions of Part 2
(commencing with section 2601) of the California Un-
employment Insurance Code (code).

FTDI benefits are provided to workers who are un-
able to perform their regular or customary work when
they are either providing care for a serioudly ill child,
spouse, parent, registered domestic partner or bonding
with anew child and are determined to be eligible for
such benefits. The FTDI benefit became payable for
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claimsbeginning on and after July 1, 2004. Regulations
and procedures for determining eligibility for FTDI
benefitsbecameoperativeon July 1, 2004.

The intent of the proposed regulation is to identify
proper documentation to support aPFL claim for bond-
ing between alegal guardian and anew child. The need
for the proposed regulation has arisen because the
California Unemployment Insurance Appeas Board
(CUIAB) has overturned several department deter-
minations denying bonding benefitsto legal guardians.
The Department had denied these claims because legal
guardiansarenot explicitly provided eligibility for PFL
bonding benefitsinthecode, asisthecasewith adoptive
and foster parents. However, the CUIAB found that the
code provided eligibility to legal guardiansfor bonding
benefits becauseit iscommonly understood that alegal
guardianismaterially the sameasafoster parent. Addi-
tionaly, legal guardiansareincluded inthedefinition of
parent providedin Section 3302(g) of thecodeand legal
wards areincluded in the definition of child in Section
3302(c) of thecode.

The decisions of the CUIAB regarding this legal
guardian issue are binding on the Department. If the
CUIAB decides to issue a precedential decision based
onitsinterpretation of legal guardian eligibility for PFL
benefits, the Department would be unable to overturn
that interpretation by adopting aregulation. Therefore,
the Department needs to adopt the proposed regulation
to clarify acceptable documentation requirements for
legal guardianship to ensure consistency with the provi-
sions established for adoption and foster care place-
ment.

The Department anticipates that more claimswill be
paid asaresult of thisregulation change. However, itis
difficult to estimate how many new lega guardian
bonding claims the Department may receive on an
annual basis considering the PFL program has been in
effect for only 5years. According to Departmental data,
inthe 2008/2009 fiscal year, atotal of 169,648 bonding
claimswere paid. Also during that period, atotal of 13
claims that were disqualified for non—qualifying rela-
tionships may have been legal guardians. This repre-
sents|essthan one percent of the total paid claims over
that period.

Under code sections 305 and 306, the Department is
authorized to adopt, amend, or repeal regulationsfor the
administration of the functions of the Department. Un-
der code sections 2625, 2706, and 2708, SDI benefits
arepayablefromthe Disability Fundtoindividual swho
file aclaim for benefits in accordance with authorized
regulations and are eligibleto receive such benefit pay-
ments.

The proposed amendments to CCR, title 22, section
2708(c)-1, are necessary to clarify the documentation
requirementsfor determining eligibility for FTDI bene-

fitsinresponseto claimsfor legal guardianstaking fam-
ily careleavetobondwithanew child.
The following proposed amendments to CCR, title
22, section 2708(c)-1, will:
e More clearly articulate what constitutes
acceptabledocumentationfor legal guardians,

e  Providethe Department with the flexibility to use
discretion when determining a legal guardian’'s
eligibility for FTDI bonding benefits, and

e  Allow the Department to continue to maintain the
integrity of the program.
The proposed amendments will address the above
threebulleteditems.

establish eligibility requirements for legal guardians
without posing any negative impact on individuals or
businesses. The Department has determined that the
proposed amendments will not affect the creation or
elimination of jobs within the State of California; the
creation of new businesses or the elimination of exist-
ing businesses within the State of California; or the ex-
pansion of businesses currently doing business within
the Stateof California.

Thecost impact on representativeper sonsor busi-
nesses: The Department is not aware of any cost im-
pacts that a representative private person or business
would necessarily incur in reasonable compliance with
the proposed action.

Anticipated impact on housing costs. The pro-
posed amendmentswill haveno effect on housing costs.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT

Hospitals and freestanding ambulatory surgery clin-
ics are required by law to file certain patient—evel in-
formation with the Office of Statewide Health Planning
and Development at specified intervals. Health and
Safety Code Section 128735(g) requires that each
Cdlifornia hospital file a Hospital Discharge Abstract
DataRecordfor each patient discharged from the hospi-
tal. These are sometimes referred to as the inpatient
data. Inaddition, hospitalsmust filean Emergency Care
DataRecordfor each encounter in ahospital emergency
department (Health and Safety Code Section 128736)
and hospital sand freestanding ambul atory surgery clin-
ics must file an Ambulatory Surgery Data Record for
each patient encounter during which at |east one ambu-
latory surgery procedure is performed (Health and
Safety Code Section 128737). These two types of re-
cordsaresometimesreferredto asoutpatient data.

OSHPD is proposing that twelve new clinical mea-
surement data elements be added to the hospital dis-
charge abstract data (inpatient data) for discharges oc-
curringonor after January 1, 2012.

The 12 clinical measurements are Albumin, serum;
Aspartate aminotransferase (AST); Blood urea nitro-
gen (BUN); Creatinine; Hemoglobin (Hgb); Interna-
tional Normalized Ratio (INR); Oxygen Saturation;
pH; Platelet count; Potassium (K+); Sodium (Nat); and
Whiteblood cell count (WBC).

The 12 clinical measurements, if collected by the ad-
mitting hospital, would be reported for each patient for
thefirst measurement occurring within 24 hoursprior to
or 24 hoursafter thetimeof admission.

Health and Safety Code Section 128738 alows
OSHPD to add a net of 15 data elements to each of the
three patient-devel data sets (discharge [Inpatient],
Emergency Department and Ambulatory Surgery) over
any five—year period. These 12 new elementsarewithin
thelimit of 15for thedischargedata.

Section 128745 of the California Health and Safety
Code mandates that OSHPD publish risk—adjusted out-
come reports for selected conditions and procedures.
These twelve clinical measurements were specifically
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chosen becausethey can beused to assi st with an assess-
ment of a patient’s underlying health status at the time
of admission, in order to improve the risk—adjustment
process used in generating mandated outcome reports
and support the development and production of addi-
tional outcomereports.

Section 128725 of the Health and Safety Code de-
scribesthefunctionsand dutiesof the CaliforniaHealth
Policy and Data Advisory Commission (CHPDAC).
Subsection (j) states that the Commission shall “Rec-
ommend, in consultation with a 12—member technical
advisory committee appointed by the chairperson of the
commission, to the office the data elements necessary
for the production of outcome reports required by Sec-
tion 128745.” The 12 new proposed elements were se-
lected based on the recommendations of the CHPDAC
and their technical advisory committee. The CHPDAC
hasrecommended adoption of theseregulations.

OSHPD also discussed the addition of clinical mea-
surement data elements with California Department of
Public Health staff and the Centers for Medicare and
Medicaid Services. OSHPD made several presenta
tions to the California Hospital Association’s Quality
Committee on plans for adding clinical measurement
datato the patient data sets. Additionally, OSHPD con-
ducted site visits at five California hospitals and con-
ducted aweb survey of Californiahospitalsto gather in-
formation on how clinical measurement datais current-
ly defined, collected and stored.

Thisregulation package al so updates the Format and
File Specifications for MIRCa Online Transmission:
Inpatient Data to alow for the collection of clinical
measurement data. This regulation also makes the fol-
lowing minor changes. Deletion of the definition of
DRG; addition of the definition of MS-DRG and Time
of Admission and subsequent re-alphabetizing of the
Definitions section; correction of the name of theinpa-
tient specifications document; and removal of Table 1A
(in Section 97248) asthe defaultsin thistable are obso-
lete.

Theeffect of theseregulations on outpatient dataisto
add a cross—eference to Section 97212(a) that was in-
advertently not included when the Principal Language
Spoken data element was added to the reporting re-
guirementsfor encounters occurring on and after Janu-
ary 1,2009.

SECTION 128738(b): PATIENT-LEVEL DATA
ELEMENTS; ADDITIONS AND DELETIONS

Prior to proposing the addition of these 12 clinical
data elements to the Hospital Discharge Abstract Data
Record OSHPD considered the factors outlined in
Health and Safety Code section 128738(b). OSHPD
also surveyed all 441 hospitals for their input. Neither
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sampling nor exchanging data elements would allow
OSHPD to achieveitsstatutory goals. The hospital sur-
veyssupported both thefeasibility of thedatacollection
and OSHPD'’s assessment that the costs of collection
and submission of the datawould be reasonablein light
of thebenefitsto berealized with theadditional data.

Specifically, HSC Section 18015
grantsHCD theauthority to promulgate regul ationsthat
interpret and make specific standardsrelating to the de-
sign and construction of various structures manufac-
tured, altered, remanufactured or converted under
HCD’sjurisdiction. Chapter 540, Statutesof 2007 (Sen-
ate Bill No. 538-Battin), amended HSC Section 18028
with a directive for HCD to adopt regulations for the
construction, alteration or conversion of commercial
modulars and specia purpose commercial modulars,
other than mobile food preparation units, based on the
current CaliforniaCodeof Regulations(CCR), Title 24,
Cdlifornia Building Standards Code (CBSCode). Pur-
suant to thislegislation, HCD reviewed existing regul a-
tionsfound in CCR, Title 25, Chapter 3, Subchapter 2,
Sections4000 through 4876, not consecutive, and made
modifications in order to implement, interpret and
make specific HSC Section 18028.

Asaresult of the statutory mandate for HCD to adopt
the CBSCode, HCD proposes to modify or replace ex-
isting regulatory language to provide clear and concise
statewide standards. HCD replaces some regulatory
text with standards contai ned within the CBSCode. Ex-
isting regulatory text not amended or repealed, remains
necessary, asthey are specific to the commercial modu-
lars and special purpose commercial modulars, and not
addressed within the CBSCode. Additionally, regul ato-
ry text that has become outdated, asaresult of statutory
changes, industry changes, program procedure changes
or theevolution of the market, isreplaced by the current
language of the various standards and procedures im-
posed upon industry and the regulated public. HCD has
determined that implementing these proposed regula-
tions will provide the regulated public with improved
health and safety due to the use of updated, clear and
concisestatewidebuilding standards.

On October 19, 2010, the Director of the Department
of Fish and Game (DFG) received a notice from Chris
Hastert on behalf of the Applicant requesting a deter-
mination pursuant to Fish and Game Code Section
2080.1 that the BO and its related I TS are consistent
with CESA for purposes of the Project and CTS. (Cal.
Reg. NoticeRegister 2010, No.45-Z, p. 1883.)
Determination

After review and consideration of the BO, including
itsITS, DFG has determined that the BO and ITS are
not consistent with CESA because the required mea-
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sures do not meet the conditions set forth in Fish and
Game Code section 2081, subdivisions (b)(2) and
(b)(4) for authorizing incidental take of CESA-isted
species. This determination is based on the following
considerations:

The BO does not ensure that impactsto CTS from
construction and operation of the Project will be
fully mitigated. Specifically, because the BO does
not require the applicant to provide any
compensatory habitat to mitigate for the loss of
approximately 77 acres of suitable upland and
dispersal CTS habitats, the Department finds the
BO does not contain measures necessary to fully
mitigate for the take of CTS. Without such
mitigation measures, DFG cannot find that the
impacts of authorized take will be fully mitigated
as required pursuant to Fish and Game Code
section 2081, subdivision (b)(2).

Performance security (ensured funding) is not
required in the BO for the minimization measures
required in the BO, measures that will mitigate
impacts of authorized take, or monitoring
compliance with and effectiveness of those
measures. Without performance security DFG
cannot find that adequate funding will been
ensured to implement these measures as required
pursuant to Fish and Game Code section 2081,
subdivision (b)(4).
For these reasons, the BO does not meet the require-
ments of Fish and Game Code section 2081, subdivi-
sions (b)(2) and (b)(4) to minimize and fully mitigate
impacts and ensure adequate funding to carry out all re-
quired mitigation.

OEHHA requested information relevant to the pos-
sible listing of imazalil in a notice published in the
CaliforniaRegulatory Notice Register on June 27, 2008
(Register 2008, No. 26-Z). OEHHA responded to the
public commentsreceived.

Background on listingviatheauthoritativebodies
mechanism: A chemical must belisted under the Prop-
osition 65 regulationswhentwo conditionsare met:

1) An authoritative body formally identifies the
chemical ascausing cancer (Section 25306(d)3).
Theevidence considered by theauthoritative body
meets the sufficiency criteria contained in the
regul ations(Section 25306(€)).

However, the chemical is not listed if scientifically

valid data which were not considered by the authorita-

tive body clearly establish that the sufficiency of evi-

dencecriteriawerenot met (Section 25306(f)).

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (U.S.
EPA) isoneof several institutionsdesignated asauthor-
itative for the identification of chemicals as causing
cancer (Section 25306(m)).

OEHHA is the lead agency for implementation of
Proposition 65. After an authoritative body has made a
determination about a chemical, OEHHA evauates
whether listing under Proposition 65 is required using
thecriteriacontainedintheregulations.

OEHHA’sdetermination: Imazalil meetsthe crite-

(U.S.EPA, 1999; 2002; 2003; 2005).

Formal identification and sufficiency of evidence
for imazalil: In 1999 the U.S. EPA published a report
on imazalil entitled Cancer Assessment Document.
Evaluation of the Carcinogenic Potential of Imazalil
(Third Review) (U.S. EPA, 1999). Thisreport concludes
that the chemical causes cancer. Subsequent U.S. EPA
reports published in 2002, 2003, and 2005 reaffirm
findings from the 1999 report that imazalil causes can-
cer. Thesereports (U.S. EPA, 1999; 2002; 2003; 2005)
satisfy the formal identification and sufficiency of evi-
dencecriteriaintheProposition 65 regul ations.

OEHHA isrelying on the U.S. EPA's discussion of
data and conclusions in these reports that imazalil
causes cancer. The U.S. EPA (1999; 2002; 2003; 2005)
reports conclude that imazalil is“likely to be carcino-
genicin humans,” based on the following wei ght—of—
the—evidence, as quoted from the 1999 report (U.S.
EPA, 1999):

1. “Therewasanincrease (bothtrend and pair—wise)
in combined liver adenomas/carcinomas in male
Swiss albino mice and male Wistar rats and an
increase in  combined thyroid follicular
adenomas/carcinomasinmaleWistar rats.

Imazalil was negative in in vivo and in vitro

mutagenicity assays.

It is structurally related to triazole compounds,

which are hepatocarcinogensin mice.” (emphasis

inoriginal)

Thus, the U.S. EPA (1999; 2002; 2003; 2005) has

found that imazalil causesincreased incidencesof com-

bined benign and malignant liver tumors in male rats
and mice and combined benign and malignant thyroid
tumorsinmalerats.
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OEHHA isawarethat U.SEPA isconsidering apos-
sible mode of action (MOA) for imazalil. In the event
that U.S. EPA concludesthat, based onthisMOA, ima-
zilil is not likely to cause cancer in humans, OEHHA
will reconsider the listing of the chemical under Propo-
sition 65, as allowed by Title 27, Cal. Code of Regs.,
section 25306().

Thank you for your |etter requesting the adoption of
regulations for a standard admission agreement for
skilled nursing facilities, intermediate care facilities,
and nursing facilities, an abbreviated admission agree-
ment for patients whose length of stay is anticipated to
be 14 days or less, and a consolidated Patients Bill of
Rights.

On September 23, 2010, the Department submitted a
noticeto the Office of Administrative Law to be placed
in the California Regulatory Register on October 15,
2010, regarding the proposed regulations for the Stan-
dard Admission Agreement (SAA), which includes a
consolidated Patient Bill of Rights. Once the Depart-
ment has provided opportunity for public comment and
responds to the public comment, the regulations for
thesedocumentswill bepromulgated.

Cdifornia Health and Safety Code (HSC) Section
1599.61(b)(2) states the Department may develop an
abbreviated admission agreement for patients whose
length of stay is anticipated to be 14 days or less. The
Department is not statutorily mandated to promulgate
regulations for an Abbreviated Standard Admission
Agreement; rather, developing such a form is discre-
tionary. At this time, the Department will not be pro-
mulgating regulationsfor an Abbreviated Standard Ad-
mission Agreement. The statutes at HSC Sections
1599.60(a) and 1599.64 clearly set forth requirements
for abbreviated admission contractsto be devel oped by
licensedfacilities.

The Department has aso posted on its website
(http://www.cdph.ca.gov/Healthl nfo/Pages/Nursing-
HomePatient.aspx) translated versions of the current
copy of the Patients Bill of Rights. Once the proposed
regulations for the SAA and associated Patient Bill of
Rights are promulgated the Department will transate
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and post the updated version of the Patient Bill of
Rights. The changes in the updated version are non—
substantive changes related to the updating of the De-
partment’s name from the Department of Health Ser-
vicestothe Department of Public Health.
